While Bernstein and his companion 
were leav ing the scene of the shoot­ 
ing two colored men who had b een 
attracted b y the noise seized the b ar­ 
tender and a scu ffle for the possession 
of the rev olv er b egan. 
While the 
stru ggle was in progress Special Po­ 
liceman Tinsley , colored, came ru n­ 
ning u p. 
Seeing the colored police­ 
man approaching, Bernstein swu ng 
the rev olv er toward him, and, accord­ 
ing to Tinsley , discharged the weapon 
twice. Tinsley drew his own rev olv er 
and flred fou r shots, each of the b u l­ 
lets taking effect In Bernstein’s b ody . 
As Bernstein fell 
u nconsciou s 
a 
crowd which had b een attracted b y 
the first shots hu rried toward Tinsley 
and the wou nded man. With the as­ 
sistance of another negro man, Tins­ 
ley picked Bernstein u p and ran into 
a near-b y saloon. Tinsley stood in the 
doorway of the saloon, with drawn re­ 
v olv er, b u t the crowd, which was com­ 
posed of negroes, was cry ing for v en­ 
geance for the killing of Gray , and 
Tinsley , seeing that he, u nassisted, 
wou ld not b e ab le to keep them b ack, 
shu t and b arred the door. 
The crowd, which had grown to a 
mob , ru shed at the b u ilding and Its 
entrances. Finding all the doors lock­ 
ed and b eing u nsu ccessfu l in their 
efforts to force them 
open, 
large 
stones and other missiles were thrown 
at the b u ilding, and ev ery window and 
fix tu re in the place was shattered and 
demolished. 
While the distu rb ance 
was going on three negroes who had 
followed Tinsley into the saloon drag­ 
ged Bernstein into the b asement, and 
with clu b s In their hands stood ready 
to defend him.

Remarkable Specimen Lives on 
Human Flesh. 


IT WAS CAUGHT IN VIRGINIA. 


Weighed Thirty -Eight Po unds and it 
Required Two Men to Get It 
to the Sho re. 


of this fish is the head, the face of 
which is strik ingly lik e that of a hu­ 
man being to the most minute details, 
sav e that the nose and mouth pro­ 
trude farther forward, and the head 
comes in more sharply on the sides.

shape, 
they are 
somewhat 
larger 
than those of an 
adult human being. 
The top of its head and the sides 
and under portion are cov ered with 
a v ery heav y growth of hair about 
six Inches long.

fairly well in captiv ity. 
It is a v ery 
ferocious fish for 
its size and mani­

Oscar Red and John Green went eel 
fishing the other day in a famous arti­ 
ficial lak e, about two miles south of 
the v illage, which, by reason of the 
unusually large eels that hav e been 
captured there, is believ ed to hav e a 
direct connection with some large arm 
of the Atlantic ocean, writes the Mor- 
isv ille, Va., 
correspondent 
of the 
Richmond Times-Dispatch. 
They had already drawn forth sev ­ 
eral eels when Oscar, while endeav or­ 
ing to dispatch a freshly landed one, 
cut a small sliv er of flesh cG his hand. 
In a spirit of fun, he wrapped lue 
piece of flesh on the point of a hook 
and cast it into the lak e. 
In a surprisingly short time he got 
a bite, and firmly grasping the pole 
v dth bith hands he tried to land the 
eel in the usual manner, but the sud­ 
denness and sav ageness of the pull at 
the end of the line soon landed the 
fisherman 
in 
the 
water. 
Johns 
rushed to his chum’s assistance, hut 
both boys got a complete duck ing be­ 
fore they succeeded in bringing forth 
their line, and at the end of it wa.'» a 
thlrty-eight-pound fish entirely differ­ 
ent from any fish ev er seen in ♦h« s 
section. 
The shape of the body and tail some­ 
w hat resembles a German carp, al­ 
though the scales are as large as '• 
quarter and v ery coarse, and under 
these scales and ov er the entire b id / 
Is a coating of fine, soft bair, about 
one half inch long. 
But the most remark able feature 


ers. 
Shortly after the news of the cap­ 
ture of this fish reached Morrisv ille 
there arriv ed a small, weazened, dried- 
up look ing little man, with long and 
uuk ept hair and whisk ers, wearing a 
pair of large spectacles, who spok e 
with a foreign accent, gav e his name 
as Ernest v on Simprecht and said he 
was a professor of ichthyology in the 
I'niv ersity of Leipslc.

ies of fish, either aliv e or as a fossil, 
in the possesion of man today, and 
while some of the early Greek writers 
had described a fish similar to this, 
and there are references to it In the 
older portion of the literature of Ja­ 
pan, the world of history and science

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GEMS ARE STOLEN. 


Jewels Said to Be Worth About 
$90,003.00. 


NO CLEW IN 16 DAYS’ SEARCH 


Story of the Theft, Kept Secret Since 
May 4, Shows the Skill With. 
Which Robber Worked. 


Three diamonds, cut from the world- 
famous Excelsior stone and valued 
in the aggregate at $90,000, have dis­ 
appeared from Tiffany & Co.’s shop 
at 15 Union Square, says a New York 
dispatch. 
Satisfied that they were stolen by 
gome person in their employ, but mys­ 
tified by the strange circumstances 
connected with the theft and the ab­ 
sence of clews, the company has set 
in motion the detective forces of two 
continents in their endeavor to re­ 
cover the precious gems. 
In all, 10 diamonds were cut from 
the Excelsior last fall, shortly after 
Its purchase by Tiffany & Co. from 
an English syndicate. The stone was 
found at Jagersfontein, South Africa, 
In 1893, and in the rough weighed 
871 carats. 
It was the largest dia­ 
mond that has ever been cut up, and 
the total value of the 10 stones taken 
from it was $500,000. 
Five of the diamonds were sold by 
Tiffaily to well-known New Yorkers 
last Christmas. Of the remaining five 
the iximpany has now only two. 
The robbery was committed in the 
workshofj on the fifth floor of the 
Tiffany building In Union Square, In 
the afternoon of Thursday, May 4. 
The next morning when the depart­ 
ment manager w ^ t to take them 
from the safe In which they should 
have been locked up for the night, 
they had disappeared. 
In fact, the three diamonds, upon 
which a trusted workman had been 
employed all of May 4. had never been 
placed In the safe. Loosely wrapped 
In paper, the $90,000 worth of Jewels 
had been laid by the workman on the 
shelf of the window In the wire cage 
which separates the office from the 
workshop. 
The theory is that some one In the 
shop who knew the value of the con­ 
tents of the folded paper, stole it be-

It was when the artificer asked for the 
diamonds next morning to finish bis 
job of setting them that the theft was 
discovered. 
The sensation in the house of Tif­ 
fany caused by the robbery was great. 
Nearly every employe knows of it 
All feel more or less under suspicion, 
and will so feel until the guilty per­ 
son is found. 
Strenuous efforts have been made 
to keep the story a secret. The em­ 
ployes have been warned to keep quiet 
under pain of dismissal. Their knowl­ 
edge is shared in tuls country only by 
Inspector O’Brien, some of his de­ 
tectives and the 
Pinkerton agency. 
Scotland Yard, London, is working on 
the case, as are also detectives In 
Paris and other European cities. 
Althougn 16 days have elapsed since 
the robbery was committed, not one 
satisfactory clew has been found, but 
Tiffany & Co. and the police are con­ 
fident that the Jewels cannot be dis­ 
posed of without detection, so thor­ 
oughly have descriptions of them been 
sent broadcast. 
There is an Interesting story told 
al>out the finding of the Excelsior. In 
1893, about the tim e 
the 
Diamond 
trust was formed, eight men had a 
lease of a diamond mine at .Tagers- 
fontein. South Africa. When the lease 
terminated an English nobleman vis- 
ited the mine. 
To show him how 
blasts were made the workmen were 
ordered to prepare to blow a com er 
oft the gigantic rock in which the 
diamonds are found imbedded. 
Work then had practically stopped 
and the syndicate was ready to turn 
the mine over to the trust. After the 
exhibition blast the men clambered 
over the shattered pieces to see the 
effect of the explosion. 
Then the 
great brilliant was discovered. 
The 
next dav other men took possession 
of the mine, and It has been worked 
steadily ever since without produc- 
,lng any exceptionally large stones. 
The diamond was named the Ex­ 
celsior and was taken to Cape Town, 
guarded by a squadron of the Six­ 
teenth Lancers. From Cape Town It 
was taken to London on the gunboat 
Antelope.

George May, Who Killed Wil­ 
liam F. Burdette 


DAUGHTER’S PRAYER HEARD. 


Gov ernor Grants a Citizenship Par­ 
don and May Will Go to 8 t 
J oseph to Liv e. 


A dau ghter’s pray ers for the par­ 
don of her father cau sed the doors 
of the Missou ri prison to swing open 
to George May today , after he had 
serv ed sev en y ears of a ten-y ear sent­ 
ence for the killing of William I. 
Bu rdette, one Su nday 
in Febru ary , 
18 9 6, near Su gar Creek chu rch, sev en­ 
teen miles sou th of St. Joseph, say s 
Satu rday ’s St. Joseph News-Press. 
Gov ernor Folk granted a citizenship 
pardon to May , on the strength of the 
pleadings of 
Bertha 
May , the con­ 
v ict’s eldest dau ghter. 
May ’s term 
wou ld hav e 
ex pired 
Nov ember 13 
nex t, u nder the three-fou rths ru le for 
good behav ior. 
A 
few 
weeks ago 
Bertha May w m discharged from the 
state indu strial 
school for girls at 
Chillicothe, after hav ing been there 
fiv e y ears, resolv ed to secu re the par­ 
don of her parent. 
She interested Alfred 
Fenton of 
Ru shv ille in the matter, and Fenton 
and the y ou ng woman hav e since la­ 
bored u nceasingly to secu re George 
May ’s freedom. 
The dau ghter made 
sev eral trips to Jefferson City to see 
Gov ernor Folk, 
y esterday he prom­ 
ised her that today he wou ld grant a 
fu ll pardon to her father. A. B. Du n­ 
can, who was prosecu ting attorney of 
Bu chanan cou nty at the time of May ’s 
conv iction, said today that he had 
recommended a pardon for May , be­ 
cau se he thou ght he had been pu nish­ 
ed su fficiently . 
The crime for which George May 
was tried for his life was a bru tal 
one in some respects, and y et many of 
May ’s neighbors hav e contended that 
it was a q u estion of his life or Bu r­ 
dette’s. May and Bu rdette liv ed on ad­ 
joining farms. Bu rdette opened a rcmd 
throu gh May ’s land and It was du ring 
a q u arrel ov er this road* that they 
fou ght. 
May beat Bu rdette to death 
with a piece of fence rail. 
Charles May , 
nephew 
to George 
May , was stay ing at the home of his 
u ncle at the time. 
He became in­ 
v olv ed in the q u arrel with Bu rdette’s 
son and 
stru ck 
him 
with a clu b. 
Charles May was conv icted of assau lt 
to kill and was sentenced to two y ears 
in state’s prison. 
His u ncle was in­ 
dicted for mu rder In the first degree, 
bu t the ju ry which heard the testi­ 
mony before Ju dge Cy ru s A. Anthony 
of Mary v ille retu rned a v erdict of 
second degree mu rder. 
Charles May serv ed his sentence 
and retu rned to the sou th part of the 
cou nty . Two y ears later he killed Bob 
Martin at a dance near DeKalb. For 
this crime he w’as hanged two y ears 
ago. 
George May is a man whom his for­ 
mer neighbors liked. 
He had an in­ 
teresting and happy family prior to 
the killing of Bu rdette. 
Soon after 
he was sent to state’s prison his fam­ 
ily was broken u p, his wife secu red a 
div orce and remarried and the little 
farm which he had toiled hard to 
keep free from debt w'ent for law­ 
y er’s fees. 
Mrs, May married a man named 
Tu cker and Is now liv ing in St. Jos­ 
eph. May had three dau ghters, all of 
w'hom tu rned ou t bad. 
The 
eldest 
went to the state indu strial school, 
u nited with the chu rch and became a 
good Christian woman. 
Mrs. DeBolt, 
the matron of the indu strial school, 
has often told Hu mane Officer Ziem- 
endorff that Bertha May is the bright­ 
est and noblest girl she has ev er had 
u nder her care. 
Lau ra and Jennie, 
the y ou nger dau ghters of May , are 
still in the state school, and hav e 
been reformed. 
May , it is said, will 
retu rn to St. Joseph to spend the 
balance of his day s with his d au ^ - 
ters.
